1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Taiwan on 04 April 2003. It is noted, however, that applicant has not 
filed a certified copy of the Taiwanese application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Objections 

3. It is noted that the disclosure has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
disclosure. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: For example, 
page 1, line 17, "ood" should be --food--, page 5, line 21, "2" should be --12-, page 6, 
line 2, "45" should be -5-, line 17, "FIG. 5" should be -FIG. 6-, line 19, "FIG. 6" should 
be --FIG. 5--, page 7, line 6, "high" should be -low--, line 30, "FIG. 9" should be -FIG. 
10-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: For example, 
Figure 3, "53" should be -54- and Figures 7-8 do not correctly show position of a lower 
panel. When guiding wedges are pushed as shown on Figure 8, the lower panel should 
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be on a position guarding a cutter (i.e., the lower panel is higher than the upper edge of 
the cutter) and when the guiding wedges are in a normal condition (i.e., not pushed), the 
lower panel should be lower than the upper edge of the cutter so as to expose the upper 
edge of the cutter. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .1 21 (d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

In claim 8, lines 1-2, "the upper" should be -- 
upper-, line 3, "said side board" should be -a side board--, line 4, "tat" should be 
--that--. It is noted that claim 8 may have been intended to depend on claim 7. In claim 
9, line 1, "said vertical" should be -a vertical-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

7. It is noted that the instant invention may require two operators to perform the 
recited function since one operator may require to use both hands to push the guiding 
elements to push the lower panel higher than the upper edge of the cutter while the 
other operator pulling out the food wrap material because the guiding elements are 
spring biased.
